Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bernstein et al 
(US 5,999,529). 

Regarding claims 1, as shown in Figures 1-7, Bernstein discloses a switching device 
(200) comprising a back plane (240, 260, 270); a plurality of ingress means (210, 230) connected 
to an input side of the back plane; a plurality of egress means (220, 230) connected to an output 
side of the back plane; for each ingress means, associated slicing means (demux) for converting 
cells into slices (byte stream) for transfer across the back plane (col. 2: line 61 - col. 3: line 17; 
and col. 3: lines 57-65); for each egress means, associated de-slicing means (extracts/assembles) 
for reforming the sHces into cells (col. 4: lines 25-31); and back plane control means (250, 255) 
for controlling the back plane in accordance with control slices (ATM bus clock/TDM frame 
pulse clock, and control read signals) which are interspersed with the user data (col. 5: lines 16- 
34). 

Regarding claim 2, Bemstein also discloses the control slices are spaced in time 
(slots/time slots; col. 5: lines 50-63). 

Regarding claim 3, Bemstein also discloses the control slices are located in 
predeteraiined timeslots (col. 4: lines 21-24).
